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BOLD ROBBERS 


HOLD UP GREAT 


NORTHERN. 


Blow Up the 
Express Car With 


Dynamite—Bloodhounds Are 


on the Trail. 


•. BUTTE, MONT., Feb. 12.—The Bur- 
Illngton Express No. 6, eastbound, was 
held up shortly after midnight on the 
Northern Pacific tracks eight miles east 
of tnls city, near Homestead, by two 
mounted men. 
They covered the sides 


of the train -with their guns, uncoupled 
the engine, mail and express cars and ran 
them ahead of the train about two miles. 
The operator at High View says that he 
heard two explosions, and It is believed 
the bandits attempted to blow the safe 
•to pieces. 
The trainmen of the passen- 


ger train, after the robbers had left with 
the engine and cars, hastened back to- 
ward Butte and met an in-coming freight 
train, the engine of which was uncoupled 
to run to Butte and the alarm given. A 
Sheriff and posse and force of police have 
left for the scene on a ppecial train. The 
railway officials have ankod for the peni- 
tentiary officials at Deer Lodge for their 
Woodhounds. 


Sheriff Qulnn and posse, when about a 


mile and a half out of the city, were met 
by Division Superintendent 
Boyle, who 


•was a passenger on the train held up. 
Superintendent Boyle rushed to the front 
of the train when it was stopped by the 
robbers, but 
refrained from 
shooting, 


tearing he would hit the trainmen. 


Every officer in the citv has been called 


*o South Butte and all approaches to the 
city are carefully guarded. 
The Sheriff 


Is scouring the country and a fight be- 
tween the officers and robbers is believ- 
ed to be imminent. 


- The robbers fired two charges of dyna- 
mite, blowing the safe to pieces and 
Wrecking the express car. 
Tnc safe, ac- 


cording to the railway people, contained 
nothing of value. 


"Word has been received that a special 


train left Deer Lodge at 3 A. M. with the 
penitentiary bloodhounds. 


The train was a double-header and 


the engines with the mail and express 
Cars were run six hundred fe*et ahead 
pf the rest of the-train. 


In a few moments after the train 


was stopped there were two explosions 
of dynamite which wrecked the ex- 
press car. 


The roof was blown off but no one 


•was injured. 


Reports as to the amount of booty 


secured by the robbers vary. The ex- 
press znfssenjrer says that the robbers 
did not get more than $500. In other 
quarters, it Is said, the plunder will 
amount to several thousand dollars at 


least. It Is also said that several of 
the mail pouches were rifled. 


A railway mall clerk, whose name 


cannot be ascertained at present, was 
shot by the hold-ups. It is not thought 
his wound is dangerous. 


When the express messenger real- 


! ized that there was a hold-up he toss- 
ed a package ot money that he held 
in his hand upon a rack above his head 
and this money was probably saved. 
This fact will not be definitely known, 
however, until an opportunity is given 
for a search of the wrrecked car. 


The Northern Pacific Railway Com- 


pany has offered a reward of 55000 for 
the arrest and conviction of the five 
men who are said to have held up the 
Burlington express just east of Butte 
this morning. The company will pay 
the $5000 reward for the entire gang, 
or 51000 for each member convicted. 


There is evidence that the Northern 


Pacifl chokl-up last night a few miles 
east of Butte, was done by two rob- 
bers. They drove to the sceio of the 
robbery In a buggy and after stopping 
the train and looting the express car 
and mail car, turned and. drove back to 
Butte'again. 


The robbers signalled the train to 


stop, and when it halted, 
they un- 


coupled the front part of the train, in- 
cluding the engine, ^nall car and ex- 
press car, and ran them ahead of the 
rear coaches. 
They were armed nnd 


drove the trainmen off and blew up the 
express car, dynamited a small safe In 
the express car which probably con- 
tained several thousand dollars. 


The robbers took the engine and ex- 


press car and mall car about an |ighth 
of a mile ahead of the other coaches, 
and for that reason 'the passengers did 
not see much of what was going on. 


The express 
messenger 
tossed a 


package containing $500 into a rack In 
the express car over his head and the 
money was not discovered by the rob- 
bers. 
A telegram was sent to Deer 


Lodge for the bloodhounds at the State 
Prison, and the animals were on the 
scene of the robbery before 5 o'clock 
this morning. 


After the express messenger threw 


the package of money up in the rack 
he jumped out of the car on the other 
side. In the exchange of shots he is 
said to have been hit by a bullet til the 
hip but he and the other trainmen 
went on with the train and he was not 
hurt badly enough to cause him to re- 
turn tr> Butte.

COAL BARON BAER 


SPEAKS FOR 


RICH. 


Declares That fliners are Receiving Fair 


Wages—Pays His Respects to Bishops 


and Others—Says the flillionaires 


Have not Been Treated Fairly. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 12—With 


the expectation of hearing George F. 
Baer, president of the Reading Com- 
pany, 
make the 
closing argument 


against the demands of^.the miners, the 
largest crowd that has yet jammed Into 
the United States Circuit Court room 
was present when 
the 
Coal Strike 


Commission opened Its sessions today. 
Many prominent men and women were 
in the throng. 
Former Congressman 


Wolverton, principal counsel for the 
Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and 


[ron 
Company, who was making his 
argument when the commission ad- 
journed 
yesterday, 
concluded 
this 
morning. Mr. Wolverton presented an 
array of figures tending to show that 
the average earnings of the contract 
miners of the company are higher than 
the average earnings of most of the 
skilled workmen of the State. He also 
opposed the demand for an eight-hour 
day, 
because it would reduce the out- 
put of the mines and also reduce the 
present wages of the men. Reverting 
:o the wage question, he said that if 
an increase is decided upon it should 
not be a horizontal one, but should be 
on a sliding scale basis. 


THE OPENING. 


Owing to 
the 
crowd In the court 


oom, there was considerable noise and 
:onfusion 
while 
Mr. Wolverton was 
speaking, but as President B.ier rose a 
Hush fell upon the assemblage which 
asted as long as he was on his feet. 
Mr. Baer is considered a good speak- 
er, but he preferred to read his care- 
Jully prepared argument. 
Here and 
re he would lay down his manu- 


script nnd raise his voice to a high 
pitch when he wished to emphasize a 
strong- point. President Baer said: 


RESOURCES OF EARTH. 


"In the development of the natural 
resources of the earth it is necessary 
for men to combine both their capital 
and their energy. 'Railroads, steam- 
ship lines,"great steel plants and'work- 
shops of every kind can only be cre- 
xted by a combination of capital. We 
are unable to overlook the part these 
business corporations play In the dis- 


tribution of wealth. Their stockhold- 
ers are many, scattered far and wide, 
and the business 
is 
not owned, as 
many peoole suppose, by a few very 
rich men. 
The profits made in any 


large business carried on by a. firm con- 
sisting of one family or a very few 
persons are distributed among these 
few, 
but a successful business carried 
on Jn corporate form distributes its 
profits amojig the many and therefore 
necessarily tends to a greater distri- 
bution of wealth. 


RIGHTS OF MEN. 


"In general, no one denies that the 
right of men to organize for any law- 
ful purpose, but the right to organize 
and the power 
of 
the organization 
when organized must still be governed 
and controlled by the general law of 
land under which our individual and 
property rights 
are 
protected. We 
concede to organized labor the 
same 
rights that we claim for arganlzed cap- 
ital. Both must keep within the law. 
There cannot be one law for citizens 
and corporations and another for la- 
bor organizations. 


LAWLESSNESS. 


"The lawlessness in the coal regions 


was the direct result of mistaken the- 
ories as to the rights of the mine work- 
ers. It will not do to say the leaders 
have not 
encouraged violence 
and 
crime. It is true, no doubt, that they 
did not advise it. They mny have at 
times counselled against 
it and ex- 
pressed regrets for 
it; nevertheless, 
they are legally and morally responsi- 
ble for the situation they created and 
from this violence and crime necessar- 
ily resulted. Resolution No. 85 of the 
Shamokln convention approves the ac- 
tion of the District convention, No. 1, 
which decided to 'insist upon forcing 
all who work In and around the mines 
to become members of the union and 
that they may be authorized to refuse, 
to w-Qik with, non-unlan -men-'- • 


THREATENED 
DESTRUCTION.' 


"The leaders intended 
to 
enforce 
their demands by the threatened de- 
struction of the 
mines. 
They 
well 
knew that if the pumping ceased the 
mines 
would be 
destroyed. 
They 


thought the 
operators 
would 
yield 
rather than see the ruin of the mines. 
The operators did not yield. 
Every 
attempt to supply men to work 
the 
pumps was met by mobs, pickets and 
all the devices that labor organizations 
corr.monly use to prevent rnent from 
working. With the cessation of min- 
ing for five months and the destruc- 
tion for the time being of a number of 
collieries, the public Is now suffering 
for want of an adequate supply of coal. 
Think what the result would have been 
had the efforts of the mine workers 
to drown out all our collieries 
been 
successful. 


FOUND FAULT. 


"Many good men have found fault 
with us /or not making an agreement 
.with the United 
Mine 
Workers of 
America. You will recall that the de- 
mand made upon us W'as for a uniform 
wage scale, covering the whole an- 
thracite field. All of the 
operators 


were asked to meet in convention with 
a view to adopting a uniform scale. 
The conditions of employment are not 
always the same, and therefore a uni- 
form scale applicable to the 
whole 
United States would not be ,;just. 
"We have made every effort to con- 


vince Mr. Mitchell and his friends of 
the 
utter 
Impracticability 
of 
his 
scheme. Our chief objection to his or- 
ganization was that it was a foreign 
organization interested In a rival and 
competitive business. We could never 
see the wisdom cf permitting the bitu- 
minous miners 
to 
inject themselves 
into the anthracite mining situation. 
It has proved just as mischievous as 
we believed it would be. 


HOSTILE INTEREST. 


"In addition to the fact that the Min- 
ers' Union was controlled by a hostile 
interest, we objected to it because we 
cannot delegate to the miners or any 
other labor union the right to deter- 
mine who siuil) be our employes. Th« 
law of Pennsylvania and the charter 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron Company, In express terms, 
give to the president and directors the 
power of appointing all such officers,

STORIES OF CRUELTY COME FROM 


FOLSOM STATE PRISON. 


The mutiny on the vessel was plotted 
under the leadership of a native boat- 
swain of that vessel. The mutineers pur- 


ed to steal J150.000, which they supposed 
to be on.^oard. The officers were dining 
when they were attacked. The steward 
and carpenter were murdered while de- 
fending 'the officers. During the combat 
the steamer ran aground and a force of j 
constabulary, which went to the rescue, 


ed three of the mutineers and captured 


thirty-one of them. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 12.—Additional 


stories of extreme cruelty surrounding 
the use of the strait jacket in the 
State Prison at Folsom are told by the 
members of the Senate Committee on 
Prisons and Reformatories, who re- 
turned from the penitentiary today, 
after holding an investigation, which 
was begun at 8 o'clock and concluded 
at 3:30 o'clock 
this 
morning. The 


members of the committee were: Tyr- 
rell Of Nevada (chairman), Muenter, 
Knowland, . Savage, Williams, Diggs 
and Bunkers. 
It has been decided by the commit- 
tee to bring a report within a few 
days, which will denounce in the se- 
verest terms, it is said, the use of 
the strait jacket in the prisons of the 
State, as an instrument of punishment. 
The Legislators conducted a 
thor- 
ough inquiry into the use of the jacket 
and caused to be brought before them 
a score of prisoners who were given a 
thorough physical examination. The 
members of the commission declare 
that some startling facts were brought 
oiit as a result of the examination. 
Some of th'e convicts 
were per- 
manently crippled In their arms 
and 
hands, which, according to their tes- 
timony, had resulted from subjection 
to the strait jacket. In describing the 
findings of the Legislators, 
Senator 
Tyrrell said: 
"What we found as a result ot our In- 


vestigation into the use of the strait- 
Jacket at Folsom is too awful to be de- 
scribed. 


"We were told that the prisoners were 


put into the strait-jackets and then given 
repeated draughts of Epsom salts which 
were poured down their throats while 
their mouths were held open. 
'We were further informed," continued

FUTURE LOOKS 


WELL FOR IRELAND. 


DUBLIN, Feb. 12.—The Earl of Dud- 


ley, Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, at the 
annual dinner of the Royal College of 
Surgeons here yesterday evening, made 
a very optimistic speech, during which 
he declared that the prospects for the 
future of Ireland were very encourag- 
ing. Agitation had been largely aban- 
doned and he hoped that those who 
were responsible for the government of 
Ireland would never again be com- 
pelled to enforce the exceptional treat- 
ment which they had been obliged to 
Impose early in 1802. Never in his life 
had he signed anything more gladly 
than last week's proclamation. 
The 
country had shown a genuine desire 
for a just, final and amicable solution 
of the land question, and he believed 
the recent land conference would prove 
an epoch in Irish history, the main- 
spring thereof being toleration, moder- 
ation and co-operation, and with these 
principles there was nothing- Ireland 
could not accomplish. 


THE OLD RELIABLE 


Senator Tyrrell, "that the warden and 
doctor paid no attention to the piteous 
screams of the men, who were often kept 
in the jackets for fifty hours at a time. 


"One 
of the men, Welse by name, had 


lost the use of his forearms, which were 
shrivelled, as a result of the tight lacing 
of the jacket. Another convict had his 
hands deformed In the same manner. 


"While the members of the committee

method of 


discipline Is too horrible and

Amprlcan to be'tolerated. 
"There are other injustices at Folsom 


which should be regulated. The men have 
not enough blankets to keep them warm 
on cold nights and are often compelled 
to go to bed with their clothes on to keep 
from 
suffering 
Intensely. The convicts 


who work on the rock crusher claim they 
have not enough to eat. Opium, can be 
purchased by the prisoners who have the 
money, as the stuff is being brought with- 
in ^he walls, and u;:iy last week twenty- 
one pounds of it were dug up on the 
grounds by the prison officials." 


Other members or the committee con- 


curred in Senator Tyrrell's statements 
and the report of the committee Is being 
awaited with considerable interest.

FIERCE BATTLE 


WITH FLAMES 


IN A HOME. 


J. W. Bell and His Young Son Nearly 


Lose Their Lives in Effort to 


Put Out a Fire. 


J. W. Bell, a laundryman, and his 15- 


year-old son Russell were seriously 
burned about the face and body short- 
ly after 4 o'clock this morning as a re- 
sult of a lamp exploding In the kitch- 
en of the family residence, 484 Twen- 
ty-fourth street. 
Bell the elder, be- 


sides being badly burned, was severely 
cut about the hands by the broken 
lamp while attempting to extinguish 
the flames. 


The Injuries to father and son will 


not prove fatal. The flre was put out 
without the aid of the flre department 
and before damage amounting to more 
than ?50 had been done. 


Mrs. Bell and her 19-year-old daugh- 


ter Carrie had a narrow escape, for had 
the flames gained headway the latter 
would probably have been cremated 
alive before rendered aid. as for the 
past six weeks she has been confined 
to her bed with Inflammatory rheuma- 
tism and is unable to move without as- 
sistance. 


Mr. Bell and his son received their 


Injuries while smothering the flames 
caused by the burning oil. The father 
was the more seriously burned of the 
two, 
for when the accident happened 


he attempted to put out the flames with 
his bare hands. 


The pair fought the flamea with bed- 


clothes, attired 
only In their night 


clothing, but, although exposed to th« 
flames, 
their 
bodies 
were 
hardly 


touched, the Injury being done to thejr 
faces and hands. 
/ 


It was shortly after 4 o'clock that Mr. 


Bell arose to heat some water to irak* 
hot applications for his sick daughter. 
He lighted a lamp and was passing into 
the kitchen, when he stumbled over * 
rug. In falling he threw the lamp from 
him into a corner. The lamp exploded 
and the burning oil immediately Ignit- 
ed the woodwork. Mr. Bell then at- 
tempted to extinguish the flames with 
his bare hands, meanwhile calling lor 
assistance. 


His HLtle son hurried into the room 


and, taking in the situation at a glance. 
ran to tne nearest bedroom and re- 
turned with some bedclothes. With 
these the father and son fought the 
flames and, 
after receiving numerous 


burns, were successful in extinguish- 
ing the flre before damage to the room 
to the amount stated above had been 
done.' 


The father and son are under the 


cars of a physician and, while the in- 


I juries of Mr. Bell are serious, neither 


la in any danger.

THE KAFFIH QUESTION. 


^ 
In getting rid ot Boer domination 


the mine owners of the Transvaal have 
saddled themselves with a troublesome 
labor problem. New conditions have 
Injected a new question relating to the 
successful operation of the gold'mines. 
Hitherto Kaffir labor has been relied 
.on almost entirely, but the legal stat- 
us of the Kaffirs has been changed by 
the annexation of the South African 
Bepubllc to the British Empire, and In 
consequence the Kaffirs have become 
difficult, to manage. 
They cannot be 


coerced, and they are averse to work- 
Ing very strenuously. In the old days 
the hand 
of the Boer bore heav- 


ily upon the African natives. So long 
as the'mine-owners paidN their tribute 
promptly and did not meddle with pol- 
itics they could drive the Kaffirs pret- 
ty much as they pleased. 


About 100,000 Kaffirs were employed 


in the gold mines of the Rnnd during 
the Boer regime. There was no trou- 
ble aJoout getting- plenty of native la- 
bor, and very little difficulty in hand- 
ling it as the mine operators desired. 
Since 
the war 
the 
situation 
has 


changed. The natives have been cloth- 
ed with the protection of the British 
common law, and have become sadly 
demoralized as an 
Industrial 
force. 


The Kaffir was never at any time 


distinguished by a passion for labor. 
Now he Is indolent, to 
the 
point of 


•worthlessness. 
The capitalists who 


own the mines are in despair and have 
appealed to lion. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the Colonial Secretary, for relief. Mr. 
.Chamberlain, who is 
touring- South 


Africa, has investigated the labor sit- 
uation. He'has apparently concluded 
thnt the Kaffir must be reformed. 


Mr. Chamberlain, who has just driv- 


en a stiff bargain with the mine own- 
era, is dispose-! to sympathize _with 
them In the difficulty they are encoun- 
tering with native labor. 'In a speech 
at Johannesburg, he said: "While we 
abolished slavery in 
theory, philan- 


thropists at home, no doubt, will be 
astonished to learn that we are en- 
couraging it in 
another 
form. 
The 


Kaffir works only enough 
to enable 


him to live in Idleness for the rest of 
his days. He buys a wife—usually, if 
he is ambitious, two or three wives— 
and these women are to all intents and 
purposes slaves." 
The Kaffir makes 


Ma wives work for him, while he lolls 
around In idleness and squanders the 
money they earn in drink and gam- 
bling. 


Thus the twin iniquities of polygamy 


and slavery are 
laid at the Kaffir's 


door, and it Is now seriously proposed 
to tax him heavily for every wife he 
has above the one allowed in more civ- 
ilized countries. 
For one thing this 


Indicates the thrifty character of Brit- 
ish rule in Africa. With great gen- 
erosity, the government will not inter- 
fere with the native custom of letting 
every man hai'c as many wives as he 
can buy, but it proposes to declare it- 
self "in" on the proceeds; become a 
partner, as it were, in the emoluments 
ol polygamy. 


But the onlooker will be apt to ob- 


serve that all this outcry about poly- 
gamy and slavery among the Kaff.ru is 
provoked by the fac-t thnt the Kami- 
males won't work in the mines to the 
satisfaction of the British owners. Till 
the Kaffir became unsatisfactory as u 
laborer, no one objected to his poly- 
gamous habits und his custom of buy- 
Ing and selling wives as property. 
Those vices or.ly became heinous whon 
he declared ,-i boycott on the pick and 
shovel. He is indicted for high crimes 
ind misdemeanors, but 
his real of- 


fense is laziness. 


Now this is too bad. Formerly the 


South African colonists enslaved the 
Kaffir, but let the Kaffir buy and sell 


- his woman as of yore. But now that 


the white man can no longer mr.ke the 
Kaffir work, he has suddenly awaken- 
ed to the enormity of polygamy—es- 
pecially when accompanied by laziness. 
One is tempted to laugh at the moral 
qualms of the mine owners in view of 
their recent performance. 
In liber- 


ating themselves from the Boer they 
liberated the Kn;T)r from control, He 
la a free man now and knows it, and as 
a free man prefers to drink, gin, sleep 
in the sun and let his wives work to 
working himself.

MORGAN'S STRANGE COURSE. 


In season and out of season for many 


years Senator Morgan urged the pro- 
ject of constructing an Isthmian canal. 
He was as Insistent and voluble in this 
behalf as Senator Stewart was for free 
silver. He was so pertinacious in his 
advocacy 
of 
the 
Nicaragua 
canal 


scheme that he almost appeared in the 
role of attorney 
for 
it. When 
the 


Panama route was adopted, he acqui- 
esced in the choice, though with bad 
grace. 


There came a time when Senator 


Stewart 
abandoned silver altogether, 


and Senator Morgan 
seems in a fail- 


way to lose his burning desire for an 
Isthmian canal. He still professes to 
wWt the canal, but is bending all his 
efforts to defeat the ratification of the 
treaty, without which the excavation 
of the canal is Impossible. 
He first 


contended that the French 
company 


conuld not convey a legal title to the 
Panama concession. When* this con- 
tention was shown to be baseless, he 
predicted that no satisfactory treaty 
could be negotiated with Colombia. 


A treaty has 
been 
negotiated, but 


Morgan immediately found fault with 
it on various technical grounds. His 
chief objection was that Mr. Herran, 
the Colombian Minister, was without 
the necessary authority to negotiate 
such a compact. Whethe,r he was or 
not would be of no consequence should 
the treaty be ratified by both .coun- 
tries. If it should be ratified by the 
United States Senate and rejected by 
the Colombian Congress, it would be 
void ab initio. All the obtainable in- 
formation Indicates that Colombia will 
promptly 
ratify 
the 
treaty 
If 
the 


United States does. Yet Senator Mor- 
gan persists in blocking the way on the 
puerile ground that 
Minister Herran 


exceeded 
his 
powers. He 
presents 


other objections, but they are merely 
makeweights. 


In view of his 
peculiar actions a 


good many people are Inclined to be- 
lieve the Alabama Senator does not 
want any canal at all unless it is lo- 
cated at Nicaragua. 
They remember 


that he acted for years much like an 
attorney for that scheme. If he did 
not have more than a statesman's in- 
terest in it, his zeal caused him to be 
misjudged. 
His peculiar course now 


will revive all those 
unpleasant im- 


pressions. It is well known that two 
influences are opposed to the Panama 
canal 
treaty—the 
transcontinental 


railroads 
and the 
promoters . of the 


Nicaragua scheme. Is 
it 
friendship 


for Nicaragua or the railroads that in- 
spires Morgan? 


When the final vote on the Cuban 


Reciprocity resolution was taken Sen- 
ators Belshaw and Savage voted in the 
negative. This strongly bears out our 
suspicion that they were much more 
eager for the Legislature to put an Im- 
plied slight on Senator Perkins than 
they were to defeat the treaty.

GERM OF LAZINESS. 


The "germ" theory Is being carried 


to what many will consider an absurd 
extreme. 
It is now alleged that lazi- 


ness, or "anemia" as the scientists pre- 
fer to call it, Is causefl by parasites in 
the blood or the intestines. Dr. Stiles 
of the Marine Hospital Service has re- 
cently discovered that physical feeble- 
nest, inertia and aversion to work are 
caused by a small round worm which 
Inhabits the intestines and sucks the 
blood, 
producing extreme 
lassitude, 


both mental and physical, and a chron- 
ic state of anemia. 
Those "born tired" 


would 
seem 
to have 
acquired this 


worm in early Infancy. Of this inter- 
esting creature the Popular 
Science 


Monthly says: 


"If \ve go south from Virginia to the 


gulf we meet 
two 
totally 
different 


kinds of anemia, which can be distin- 
guished by the soils on which they oc- 
cur, the parasites which cause them, 
the symptoms which result and the 
treatment which is necessary. 
One of 


these anemias follows the more Imper- 
vious soils such as clay, and is due to 
malaria, which, as is well Unown, is 
caused by a minute parasite which 
lives In the blood and which may toe 
cured by a proper use of quinine. The 
other anemia, pre-eminently a disease 
of the sandy regions, Is caused by a 
parasitic 
'hookworm' 
(Unclnaria 


Americana), which lives in the intes- 
tine ana which is not affected by qui- 
nine, but can be killed by the use of 
thymol. These two anemias have here- 
tofore been confused by most physi- 
cians, hence this new discovery clears 
up a matter if great importance from 
the standpoint of the practicing phy- 
sician, and it is not an exaggeration 
to state that it means a revolution in 
the treatment ot fully half of the sick 
people found in 
the 
Southern sand 


areas." 


The discovery that laziness is a dis- 


eased state caused by 
worms sug- 


gests a different treatment for tramps 
than the one usually given. 
Inscead 


of sending Weary Willie to jail for va- 
grancy, he will be sent to the hosp^al 
and doctored for worms. It has been 
the practice to speak of uneasy, rest- 
less men as having worms, but th:« 
appears now to be a wrong diagnosis. 
It is the sleepy, slothful, flabby indi- 
vidual that is wormy. 


The Imputation that Colonel Henry 


Watterson has worms may now be dis- 
missed, although we have been told 
that there are worms In all the Kan- 
tucky distilleries.

THE LIMIT. 


"To limit the right of exertion—of 
work—is to limit production. It Is not 
only a wrong done to the Individual, 
but It is a violation of sound economic 
principles and therefore an Injury to 
society. The ultimate effect of restrict- 
ing production, BO as to divide employ- 
ment and Increase wagfea, must be tc 
keep on dividing- the wag-e fund as of- 
ten as new men seek employment. 
There must be a limit to an Increase of 
wages, but there can be no limit to the 
increase of workmen. 
The process 


must inevitably lead to the destruction 
of the industry or the reduction of the 
wages of every man to a sum barely 
sufficient to sustain life. 
Wages can 


only Increase when each Individual is 
left free to exert himself to his free 
capacity, 
thereby 
creating 
wealth, 


which in turn gives new employment, 
creates demand for commodities and 
demand for workmen to produce them. 
Only in this way can the wage fund be 
Increased. 
If we are over-anxious 


about the effect of the mere possibili- 
ties of monopoly, what must be the 
measure of anxiety as to placing the 
control of the fuel of the country In one 
organization, and that, too, an organi- 
zation without capita) or responsibil- 
ity? 


EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 


"The demand for an eight-hour day is 


only another form of increasing the cost 
of production. 
It must be apparent to 


every one that restricting breaker opera- 
tions to eight hours A cfay must neces- 
sarily limit the output of the colliery, 
and to that extent must not only decrease 
the wage fund payable to the miners, but 
it will decrease the supply to the public 
and tend to Increase the price of coal." 


After reviewing the old sliding scale 


system, Mr. Baer presented this proposi- 
tion: 


THE WAGE-. 


"That the rate of wages now paid 


shall be the minimum basis for 
the 


next three years; that from the first of 
November, 1902, to the first of April, 
1903, 
all employes other than contract 


miners, shall be paid an additional 5 
per .cent; that on and after April 1, 
1903, 
for each o cents in excess of $4.50 


per ton on the average price realized 
for white ash coal In the harbor of 
New York, on all sizes above pea, 
wages shall be advanced 1 per cent; 
the wages to rise or fall 1 per cent for 
each 5 cents Increase or decrease in 
prices, but they shall ^ever fall during 
the next three years below the present 
basis. 


AMOUNT OF PAY. 


"The average price for each region to 


be ascertained by a competent 
ac- 


countant, to be appointed by 
Judge 
Gray, chairman of the commission, or 
in case, for any reason. Judge 
Gray 


cannot act. then by one of the United 
States Circuit judges holding court in 
Philadelphia. The compensation of the 
accountant to be fixed by the Judge 
making the appointment, and to be 
paid by the operators in proportion to 
the tonnage at each mine; each op- 
erator to submit a full statement each 
month to said, accountant of all sales 
of white ash coal and the prices real- 
ized therefrom free on board at 
New 


York, with the right of the accountant 
to have access to the books to verify 
the statement." 


STEAM MEN. 


When Mr. Baer reached that point of 


his address where he referred to the 
calling out of the steam men, Lawyer 
Darrow interrupted 
to 
correct him. 


Mr. Baer answered in a sentence and 
then 
continued 
his remarks. 
Then 


laying down his address and surveying 
the commission, Mr. Baer said that in 
disputes between capital and labor the 
general public is largely In sympathy 
with labor. It is human, he said, and 
a good trait in the race, to sympathize 
with the weak against the strong, and, 
therefore, "I can find no fault with the 
criticisms, though they are harsh, that 
have been made against us." 


GETS VERY SARCASTIC. 


President Baer grew sarcastic as he 


told In detail of the negotiations be- 
fore the Civic Federation. 
The op- 
erators pocketed their pride, he said, 
and met in a ch .rch building, where 
were present some distinguished men. 


"Some were bishops and some were 


dressed like bishops," he said. He pic- 
tured the members of the federation 
sitting around, "puffing good cigars" 
and not saying a. word, while he and 
Mr. Mitchell tried to 
get 
together. 


Slowly and 
deliberately, he arraign- 


ed the federation for not giving the op- 
erators and the miners' lepresentntive 
the "small courtesy" of hearing the re- 
port of the committee appointed by 
these two sides, nor Okl it have

"manly courage" to further help the 
parties in contest. 


MITCHELL ENTERS. 


In the same sarcastic vein, he paid 
his respects to Henry Demarest Lloyd 
of Chicago, who delivered an argu- 
ment before the commission in favor of 
trade agreements.

for an hour, he abandoned his notes 
and only occasionally referred to them.

"I am astounded that the grand Jury 


system has been continued so longr. That 
it comes down hoary with age ia no rec- 
ommendation to me. 
I note how the 


grand juries nosed around everywhero In. 
San Francisco and when they Old any- 
thing they appeared to be the plague spot 
themselves, at least, they never cleared 
away what they pretended to have dis- 
covered. 
Tho grand Jury IB a fraud and 


a failure. 
It does not belong to this ago 


anrt enlightenment. 
This is 
the 
only 


amendment which appeals to me in my 
apreciation of individual right, and I hope 
it will be again submitted to the people 
for the purpose of destroying this relic 
of barbarism." 


Senator Lukens said: "This Is repeti- 


tion of one of the constitutional amend- 
ments we had to depend on the Assembly 
to report the adoption of. 
I only say this 


that there is no abuse of the grand Jury 
presented to us by the records, which 
would warrant us in voting against it. 
There will be no use in trying to abolish 
the system because it would be lost. I 
am advised by those' familiar with the 
Durrant case In San Francisco that, had 
it not been for the grand jury, owing to 
the time that had elapsed, there 
could 


have been no prosecution—no Information 
could have been Hied. 
There Is no Injury 


or mischief to be committed by the grand 
jury and there are many instances;, apart 
from criminal cases, where It has been 
used to Inquire into the conduct of civil 
institutions. I am opposed to the amend- 
ment and I hope it will not prevail." 


Senators Knowland and Lukens voted 


the negative, and Senator Leavitt in 


the affirmative.
